Hi'MAN nature is pretty much the same, 
whether its vent takes pl.nf*' iji Kentucky nr in 
Ohio. Heretofore. — their own territory conj- 
parati\ t'lv free of outrages that seemed to de- 
mand i)uiiishment more sure and sj^eedy than 
aceoriieil l>y the Courts, — when a Negro lynch- 
ing occurred in Kentucky, the Ohio papers 
were aiost liberal in denunciation of outlawry 
in this state: but there was a Negro lynching 
in the imjiortant city of Springfield a few 
nights ago, and this is the way The Cincinnati 
Times-Star's report speaks of it — 

"At the Courthouse and Sberifl's resideni-e, whii h :<tand 
side l)v side, the people ciitturod in knots and disousHed 
the tragedy. The one opinii.n prevailed — that the work 
of the mob was justifiable. There it apparently no dispo- 
sition to make iin effort to difpover the nml) leaders. 
While the lynching is deplon d, the tomniunity is almost 
aonit in commending the lynching, which, it is con- 
tended, has t.iiicht the lawleaa element of the city a 
wholesome les:<(in." 

The victim, by the way, was a colored des- 
perado originally from Kentucky, who had ad- 
ded the killing of a popular policeman to n 
long list of lesser crimes. 



The report of a Covington Hospital says 
th6namb«r of patients received daring the year 
was 695, of which 882 were married and 816 
single. Adding these last fignret, miket 698, 
or three more than the total admissions; and 
the solution must be that some of the patients 
were probably over>married. 

TuK New York Sun, in a v<My careful arti- 
cle, attempts to suiii up the situation aiul sug- 
gests the I'cal reason for Aiuerican iiostility to 
Russia in her tight with Ja])au; and here is its 
thoughtful summary — 

"How, then, hae it come to pass that in her present 
hoar of trouble our old friend, Kiissin, can no longer 
count upon American sympathy? It is because the Ciar 
Nicholas II. has been ill served by his agents and ad- 
visers. The Minister of the Interior, who incited, per- 
mitted or failed adequately to punish the massacre of 
Jewtf at Kishinefi put an irreparable blot upon the fair 
name of Russia. But what temporarily wrecked her in 
.\merican esteem and confidence was the assumption of 
her ^Iy diplomatists that methods successful at Pekin 
would also succeed in Washington, and that the solemn 
promise made to our State Department that Russia would 
evacuate Manchuria on October 8th, 1908,--nearly five 
months ago— could be violated with impunity. 

"Then it whs that the American people, regretting that 
the Czar .should lie so badly served, felt themselves con- 
strained to say to Russia that they could no longer trust 
her. 'I love thee, hut never more oftirer of mine.' " 

There is a i;reat deal in the siiirg,.sti(.u, says 
Th»' Loiiisvillc: Herald. .*^t. rctcrslmrg and 
Wasliiiiii'ton today rcprcsciir 'he cjipnsit*' poles 
of diplomatic !iic!liod>. \\'.i>liington is all 
candor, frankness ;»iid directness; St. I'ete.rs- 
huro is all circiindocution. evasion and con- 
eeaiment.

The case was that of June Monahaa, ao in- 
fant, 6 yaaiaaf aga,who IMaait la tha Camp- 
bell Circuit Court against tbe South Covington 
and Cincinnati Street Railway Company for 
damagaa for personal injurieo sustained. 

Tha ohild Janpod on tha laar platform of aa 
electric car on the wrong side, and when the 
ear started was thrown to the atreet, sustain- 
ing iajoriea. 

When the case was triad before Judge Hodge 
several years ago Attorney L. .1. Crawford, rep- 
resenting tbe Company, aaked for a peremptory 
inetraotioa, oa tha gnmada that tha child wu 
a trespaaaer aad that tbe Condnctor was una- 
ware that it was hanging on tbe car. 

The attorney for tho plaintiff hold that it was 
the daty of tha Coadaotor U kaow thatthe 
child was there when the car started off. 

Judge Hodge gave peremptory instructions 
to the Jury. 

On the second trial of the case the Court 
gave peremptory iBstnwtioaa to tha Jury for 
the second time. 

The Court of Appeals suatainod the decision 

of the Lower Court, holding that the child was 

a trespasser, and that the plaintiff failed to 

show that tbe Conductor knew that the child 

waa on the car.
